Dear Brenan, 

Thanks for yours of Oct.17th re S.J.HALSE. 

I was reserving my reply till there were develop- . 
ments worth reporting. 

Halse left here for Shanghai last week, with 
the avowed intention of returning to Japan in about 
two months, the validity of his Japanese visa expiring 
early in April. His lawyer, who is preparing the 
case for legal proceedings against the Local Author- 
ities and newspapers, seems to have assured him that 
on the strength of his visa and a local official's 
; : certificate of Nagasaki domicile his re-entry cannot 
- a be prevented, but I have been assured privately that 

every precattion will be taken at all ports to prevent 
him landing, and the opinion of the Embassy's legal 


‘ adviser (which was communicatéd to:.him before he left) 


is that the Japanese Govt. at all times possess the 
right to decide whether or no foreigners may enter or 4 


/continue 
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continue to reside in Japan, and it is not within 


their competence to divest themselves of that right. 


Therefore, wherever hé may try to land, and fail, 


the Consul can do no more than obtain an official 
explanation of the prohibition and convey it to him 
reporting the facts to the Embassy. He will then 
presumably return to Shanghai and attack you. It 
would be interesting to know what his next step 
will be when you tell him that you have no means 
of intervening. He admits to enjoying what he 
calls "bumping up against authority" (as he claims 
to have done successfulxy in Shanghai on more than 
one occasion), and with his leisure and ample means ; 
he will stop at nothingin endeavouring to prove 
that he has been illegally treated by the Japanese 
Authorities and let down by his Consul. 

I consider Halse has a legitimate grievance 
against the Police because in practice his situation 
at the hotel after dism&ssal of the case against 


him did amount to restriction of his liberty, at all 
/events 
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events for some days. I therefore made an offic- 
ial protest on this ground to the Local Authority, 
bus the Governor takes the stand that there was no 
teohnical ‘detention’ and that Halse and the people 
at the hotel must have misunderstood the intentions 
of the Police, which were directed (1) towards 
preventing him meeting enemies liable to attack him, 
and (2) towards preventing him from resuming immoral 
relations with young girls of a kind that they are 
satisfied he has previously engaged in and that, 
though not indictable, constitute a breach of public 
decency. There is litttle doubt that the real 
official plan was to make things as uncomfortable 
as possible for him in the hope that he would quit, 
instead of whicu the effect was merely to make him 
more and more determined to have somebody's blood. 
He is of course highly incensed agaius. mc for fail- 
ing to get satisfaction from the Governor, and blames 
me for delay in taking official action, the fact 
being that for months ay official action was deferred 
with his approval because he thought he could get 
the Authorities to rehabilitate his reputation by 


private negotiations.
